‘Tho Washiogton Gayerawent, haviog rofured to 
continue the exchange of prouers of war wader the

{cal climate to Johnson's Island, whero 2,000 of them 
Were confloed In wretched quariers, absolntely unit 
Wo house cattle. Thera Is no reason to doubt that the 
officers eelected for (hls pileon wero those upon Whom 
tho cold, damp clltaate ‘end oxposnre would ret moet 
préJadiclally. It nos, in fect, on ottermpt to commit 
matder, without publicly locurring the odiam of 
shavghter. 

Ta theso clreumstaneca the Confederate Government 
‘@stertiled to make an attetnpt to resco the deomed 
coflicers, and for this purpose an expedition was tted 
ont, conslatlog of tbirty-elx oflcers, ander tho com- 
mand of one whobed distinguished himself In sleallar 
dashing enterprises, and thres hundred men, The 
ofllcers embarked av Wilmlpgtou In the Confedersta 
steamer R, E, Lee, and landed at Halifax. ‘Tho cot- 
ton and tobsceo brought by Wat steamer a3 {relght 
were sold to farnish the fards reqalred, amounting to 
£110,000, ‘The men camo overland’ through the 
Brates fm emall pariies to tho gonetal rendexvoas. 

Tho loveatlon was to surprize the Federal garrison 
on Jobnson’s Jélend, liberate (be prizoners, convey 
them to Canada In veescls provided for that purpsze, 
and forward them by Halifax to Nassaa or Bermuda ; 
the greater part of the fands being specially devoled 
to paying thelr passage to one of thess points. 

‘Avy farther operations on the Lakes were left to 
the discretion of the cfllcer in command, whore orders 
wore stringent and peremptory to avold’a breach of 
British neutrality, and to teke care that even the 
semblance of laternatlonal wrong should bs prevented. 
Hed Jobnson’s Island been taken, It might have 
formed a basis for cther operations  ageinst Federal 
commerce on the Lakes ; but the real object of bo 
expedition was to resene two thousnnd vatuabla lives 
from the craelty which had devot:d them to slow but 
certain death, Jn a climate and situation in tha Inst 
degree tnimlcal to them.
